The old style of seats which are now 
used in many of the public schools 
have a peculiar curve at the edge. This 
curve rises from the level of the seat 
and strikes the leg just under and back 
of the knee, causing the feet to ‘‘go to 
’ . 4 

In addition, the back of the old style 
seat is curved to make the seat uncom- 
fortable. One kind of seat, Secretary 
Gammel explains, called the “liver pad 
seat,”” is not practical because it holds 
the child,too erect and stiff. 

The new specifications provide for 
straight bottoms to the seats, the kind 
that Dr. Ehler says ‘“‘won’t bind .the 
child’s legs’ and provides for larger 
desk space and a back that fits the 
child’s spinal column.
